They are 
kept at the police station and tortured 
to make tlieni i imfi ss. The torture con 
sists of feeding tlieni with dry ccxllish 
and not allowing them any drink. No 
other f(Hid is allowed and they die of 
Starvation if they refuse to eat the c(h1 

Hoth j)arties, Spanish and patriots, are 
burning sugar mills. Two weeks ago 19 
were buriu'd at Matanzas Province. In 
Havana Province all are being burned 

In Tapaste, near Havana, ;iO Sj)an 
iards wen; overjKtwered and killed by 
the patriots. Tnwps came too late to 
the rescue, but entered the town and 
killed peaceful an<l unarmed i)eopl(', 
among them the mayor, a Spaniard. 

The Cuban leader, La£o, took the 
town of Lai Oanaa and homed most 
of it. 

Yellow fever and suialliiox continue 
their ravages, both in Havana and 
throughout the island.

R ivoRTOM , Jamaica, Oct. 7.— A corre- 
spondent of the South American and 
Wi st Iii(!i;i corresfiondence bureau who 
happens to be out in Madagascar at 
present, writes to the chief of the ba- 
reau at this center as follows : 

The social and political condition of 
Madagascar at present is far from being 
in the state tliat the indifference of the 
last files of newspai)ers we have received 
would indicated. On the contrary, ex- 
cept where the French garrisons are 
quartered the island of Madagascar is in 
a perfect state of anarohy. Foreigners 
who have gone up the country from 
Maiuiiga are having a lively, not to say 
thrilling, time of it. Sixteen Europeans 
and three Americans were killed be- 
tween .Tune and July, and sinee tliat 
time the nad ha.s been completely 
closed. 

(^unpared with what we read in the 
latest iiles of New York papers, the war 
in Cuba is meri; child's ])lay to ^\'llat is 
going on here. The rebels have to a 
great extent adojjted the Cuban mode of 
warfare. When.' tin y get their ammu- 
nition from is a uiysii ry, but get it they 
do. Whenever they come across the 
military they fire u[:on thcni and then 
disai)pear as though the earth had swal- 
lowecl thetn. At other times they i)lay 
tlic p.irf of brigaiiils. attacking and 
slaughtering small convoys anil outly- 
ing European settlements. 

The French authorities ar^ ipiite 
powerless to nach the rebels, -,ind do 
tlie next best thing — ignore tln ir opera- 
tions.

Nrw York, Oct. 2.— In an opofi letter 

to-day, aildressed to Major McKinley, 
the World practically concedes the elec- 
tion of Mr. Bryan. The only hoj>e re- 
maining to the Republicans, the World 
sayf>, is for McKinley to assume a hostile 
attitude towanl the trusts and monopo- 
lies; but aa this alternative is, in the 
very nature of things, an impossible one, 
the (jualiticiitioii is immateiial. 

"Beneath the noise and smoke of the 
campaign," Myn this organ of Republi- 
canism, "tlie iiniet, s-teady projjress of 
fusion recorded from time to time in a 
paragraph hidden among columns of 
speeches iias attracted attention. Yet it 
now i)resents a very ditl'ereut aspect 
from that of a few weeks ago. The Re- 
publican liope was high on account of 
Democratic and Populist dissensions.

FOUQHT IN OPPOSI NQ ARMIES 

Two Br«lli«rs, LMg; lapsiMaed. at XjmX 
inicovnr R»oh Other. 

Ri sitviLLE, Ind., Oct. 7. — A happr 
rotiiiioii of brothers, who had been sep- 
arated for 87 yean, haa Jut occ nn rad in 
Fran^n coontj, wwt of hkxaA. In 
1859 Peter Held and Ohristian Meid. 
German lads, landed at New Orleans, 
iiift iiiliiif? to tiike a boat for Cincinnati. 
Unn.sed to the bustle of city life, the 
German boys lost their way in New Or- 
leans, and later separated in some unac- 
countable manner! 

Christiiin Meid, when the boat left 
the wharf, wah aboard, bnt his brother 
was not. The elder Meid continued his 
trip to Cincinnati, and there waited sev- 
en^ weeks, expecting each inccessive 
boat from the Crescent City to contain 
hia brother. Bnt Peter came not. The 
latter had boarded the next boat after 
the one taken by his elder brother. 
Thinking that the latter, on miasing 
him, woold likely get off at the first 
station, and either wait or return to 
New Orleans, Peter accordingly alight- 
ed at Natchea. 

Not finding Ohristain, hia brother, he 
returned to New Orleuui. and for 
months searched for him, until all his 
money had vaniahed, when he sought 
work and finally decided to locate there. 

The elder brother came on to Frank- 
Un, where he is now a well-to-do farm- 
er. The brother in New Orleans has also 
prospered. During the war the brothers 
rongnt in opposing armies, and in the 
battle of Chickamauga were in regi- 
mcTifs that opposed each other on that 
bloody field. 

It was by ti strange accident tliat they 
bccaiiif aware of ciu-h otlicr',-* existence. 
One (if tlie liroth(>rs, Peter, of New Or- 
leaii-;. liad contributed liberally to a 
inissiiiiiary s(X'iety. whicli published his 
name and tin* amount of his doiiation. 
This iiatiiplilet coming into the liaiidsof 
f'lirisiiaii Meid, afoused liis curiosity as 
to liis coiiiiectioii, if any. with the New 
Orleans Ali id. TliecdrrtspuiKb nee tl,:it 
followed established the relatioubliip oi 
the two men. 



BIG FIRE IM ECUADOR. 

Fifteeu .<<(|iinrrH uf tl>e Town nl Uuayaquil 
Connpletely Destroyed. 

Lima, Pern, Oct. 7. — It is reported 
that a terrible fire disaster has occurred 

at Ciuayaqnil, Ecuador, and that 13 
squares of tlie town liad been destroyed, 
including the most important and Su- 
able edifices in it. 

GuujHciuil is a bishops' see and has 
nine churches, a college, a seminary 
and several conventions. Large ships 
can come up to the town, which is on 
the west bank of the river Guayas, 40 
miles from its month. The chief ex- 
ports from Gnayoqtdl are cacao, Pana- 
ma hats, hides, cotton, tobaooo, calasays 
and other barks, coffee, etc., valned at 
upward of $4,000,000 a year, the imports 
b(Mng even greater in value. The city 
is also the seat of several monafactniing 
enterprises. The population Is estimat- 
ed at 40,000. 

Telegraphic oommtmication with 
Gnayaqnu is sospended on aocout of the 
terrific fire in that place. It is reported 
that half of the city has been destroyed. 

Fraudulent to Ifao m Foralgn XaImI. 

St. LdTU, Oct. 7.— In the United 
States circtiit court of appeals Judge 
Caldwell mode an important decision 
regarding the false marking of bottles 
of spirituous liquors. A revenue otticer 
seized a number of packages of liquor 
marked "Old Tom Gin, London ;" "Cog- 
nac Brandy, France," and so fortli. all 
of it having been made by a St. Louis 
distillery. In his opinion, tlie jud^'e de- 
cided that it was trandulent for any 
concern to brand a domestic product 
>Kith a foreign label, and that such 
branded goods were liable to seiinre. 

The Cnrettn <Juestlon Closed. 
LONDO.v, Oct. 7.— A di.spatch to The 
Daily News from Vienna says that the 
Russian minister at Seoul has been in- 
structed to inform the King of Corea 
that Bnssia has no idea of concluding a 
treaty with Japan for a Joint protector- 
ate of his kingdom ; that Rnsna consid- 
ers Corea as an appendage of Siberia 
and that the Corean qnestlon is dosed. 
This information, says The Daily News 
dispatch, was commtmicated to Lord 
SauslmrT during the czar's visit to
